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Faith Lutheran Church was organized by the Rev. Charles L. Grant, 
June 7, 1914 with 56 charter members. On December 5, 1915 ground was 
broken for a church building to seat 450 people. That church was dedicated 
June 11, 1916. The Congregation grew so rapidly that it was necessary to 
plan for a much larger church. : : 


On April 11, 1926 ground was broken for a new church to seat 1600 
people in the main auditorium and 600 in the social rooms downstairs. 
The first unit of the New Faith Church was formally opened October 
31, 1926. The congregation worshipped in the basement up to October 
2, 1932 when the beautiful new edifice was dedicated. 


_ The building is of thé modern English Gothic Clerestory type with 
side aisles and transepts. The exterior walls are of face brick and Bedford 
stcne trim and window tracery. The windows are of cut stone, antique 
stained glass with symbols and ornamentation, typical of the Cathedrals of 
Canterbury, Chartres and Pointiers. 


_ The Rev. Charles L. Grant has been the first and only pastor of 
this congregation. In 1935 the congregation called the Rev. George Overdier 
as Assistant Pastor. Since the Organization more than 4400 persons have 
been received into the church by confirmation, nearly 3000 infants have 
been baptized, more than 1800 weddings have been solemnized and more 
than 1500 funerals have been conducted. On June 1, 1936 the pastor was 
honcred by Muhlenberg College, Allentown, Pa., the alma mater of Pastor 
Grant, with the degree of Doctor of Divinity which marked another high 
point in the history of the congregation.

their part in Welfare and Inner Mission work, the Foreign Mission com- 
mittee on their reception to visiting missionaries, the Parish school and 
auxiliary cooperating committees on activities in their spheres, and the 
news of conference conventions, pre-Lenten retreats, Sunday school insti-

reported in the Synodical Bulletin—all these indicate quite scraretety what 
the state of the Church is throughout the Synod. 


, Your president's reaction to it all is that the state « the Church is 
generally healthy. There is growth in number of congregations, number 
of pastors, number of confirmed members and especially in number of 
communing members. There is a continued slight improvement in benev- 
_ olence payments, and especially in regularity in remittances. Interest in 
missions and in education is growing and spreading especially among our 


young people. There are many and varied evidences of greater seriousness — 


and devotion in the activities of the pastors. With very few exceptions, 
the congregations are marked by harmony within and loyalty to one 
another, to the Synod and to the Church at large. There is a marked 
trend also toward restoration of pastors’ salaries to former levels. 


One of the greatest outstanding achievements of the year was the 
undertaking of the laymen to manage the synod-wide preparation for the 
annual every member visitation. Truly there is a band of earnest, enthusi- 


astic, consecrated, and able men in all parts of the Synod and in ever 


growing numbers giving of their talents and their time in the tasks of the 
Church at large. Our rejoicing over this phase of our progress is 
saddened by its reminder of the death of a layman who took a leading 
part in this forward movement, Mr. Harry G. Abendroth, who was taken 
from us by death on Friday, November 13; while in the very midst of 
the management and leadership of our annual promotional effort. We bow 
our heads in reverent submission to the will of our Lord in this our loss, 
but rely also on His Holy Spirit to raise up a similar interest in and 


devotion to His Kingdom among many others able to assume his place. 


There is one serious dark spot in a review of the State of the Church, 
and that is a decline in the number of pupils enrolled in our Sunday 
schools. While this seems to be a condition prevalent in general among 
Protestants, the work of our Sunday schools has always been a glory to 
this Synod, and if a finger can be laid upon the cause for this new- trend 
of the times that cause should be studied and the evil remedied by all 
means. It may mean greater militance in combatting the forces of indif- 
ference and evil and confusion in our national social structure. But the 
Church can ill afford to look calmly on any retardation of the spiritual 
nurture of the young. 2 


A partial antidote nctedily working, and capable of greater potency 
against that discouraging condition, is the rapid increase in the observance 
of family and personal devotion, prompted largely by the preparation and 
distribution of our Devotional Booklets. The accomplishments of that 
department of our Stewardship Committee are a blessing to our Synod and 
a glory to our Lord. Only a few years ago a report corresponding to 
this one said: “All but three (pastors) are either ignorant of the prevalence 
of family worship in the homes or report that very few practice it. The 
three * * * are in rural communities’. Today 80 congregations use a goodly

So, 
q re while we rejoice in the unity thus far achieved among such diverse elements, 
fhe we need constantly to be on our guard lest we lose touch with the greater 
ae Church Body of which we are a part.

Our hearts go out in sympathy to those whose loved ones 
have been taken, i. e., Pastors Hahn, Overdier, and Johnson, who lost 
parents; Pastor Gruhn who lost a daughter and Pastor Lund his bride of 
a few months. We also note with thanksgiving for their lives and conso- 
lation in their deaths, the passing of Mrs. Willis Beck, a widowed pensioner, 
and of little Theodore Sorensen, elder son of the recently widowed Mrs.

We note with regret also the retirement from the active pastorate 
of the Rev. Wm. F. Bacher, D.D., our efficient and beloved secretary of 
the Synod, but rejoice that his health permits him to continue in his on 
cial capacity as our scribe. 


There have been many improvements in church properties, as well 
the details of events merely listed in this report, the Synodical Bulletin 
as additions to church equipment during the year. Of these, as well as 
has treated more at length, so they are not itemized here. 


Other evidences of blessings upon our work are found in the addition 
of salaried workers to the staff of Reformation, St. Paul, and of Lake Park, 
Milwaukee.

About Conferences 


Your president would speak a word of appreciation concerning the 
presidents of the several Conferences. ‘When the Synod in 1921 made 
the office of its president a full time function, it was tacitly agreed that — 
many of the duties formerly performed by conference presidents out of 
deference to their duties to their own congregations should be shouldered by 
the president of the Synod. Of late years, however, due to the growth 
of the Synod and the difficulties incident to forced economies in missionary 
administration as well as in congregational life, more and more calls have 
come upon the presidents of conferences to take them from their congre- 
gations. Your president has been highly appreciative of the readiness with 
which these colleagues of his have responded to his every call, and have 
also often taken the initiative in sparing him time and attention to details 
he would otherwise have felt to be his proper responsibilities. This applies 
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as to those who have served as in 
former years as to the present incumbents. 


In this appreciation too should be included the laymen ikea the 
conferences have elected to be their representatives on the executive com- 
mittee of the Synod. Without exception they too have been men willing, 
able and consecrated in their performance. 


As a means of lending increased dignity to their respective offices 
both in their own minds and in the minds of their brethren and especially 
of the members of the ministerial incumbents’ own congregations, some of 
whom are critical of their pastor's work beyond their own parish, your pres- 


ident has devised a service for the installation of Conference officers, and — 
has held such services in the Central and Wisconsin Conferences installing — 


the officers, all of whom are new since the beginning of 1937. He woula 


- therefore report a new item of official acts: 


Installation of Conference Officers 


Central Conference President G. C. Koehler, vice president C. H. 
Bartsch, secretary-treasurer Fred W. Ihlenfeld, and lay-representative on 
the Synod’s executive committee, H. T. Wilson; at Salem, Minneapolis, 
January 3, 1937, by the president of the Synod assisted by the Rev. P. L. 
‘Wetzler and the Rev. K. Ermisch, Ph. D. 


Wisconsin Conference President John I. Meck, secretary-treasurer 
Irwin R. Kraemer, and lay-representative on the Synod’s executive com- 
mittee H. G. Olsen; at Atonement, Racine, January 24, 1937, by the presi- 
dent of the Synod assisted by the Rev. P. H. Roth, D.D. | 


In this connection it should be borne in upon the minds of cinisnanian 
and of the congregations that compose them, that really the chief function 
of conference presidents, as well as the function of the lay representatives, 
is the fulfillment of their capacities as members of the executive committee 


of the Synod. The authority and power, as well as the actual perfor- — 


mance of that committee is too little recognized and appreciated. It not 
cnly “represents the Synod and carries out its resolutions; attends to the 
business of the Synod during the interim’, but relates each congregation 
with every other in the Synod, as well as each conference with every other, 
and also ties them up with the whole United Lutheran Church in America. 
About 90 per cent of its work is the a of the Home Mission 


work in the Synod. 


In view of the vital importance of this Comittee s functions, there is 
a weakness in the Synod’s provisions for constituting it, which in your 
President's mind should be corrected. By a fortuitous coincidence in the 
Conference elections last Fall, there occured at the beginning of 1937 a 


replacement of four out of its nine members by new ones, It is entirely 


possible according to our present rules that in any given year six such 
changes might take place, and in the years for election of officers of the 


Synod, which occur triennially, the entire personell of the Executive Com- 
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mitte bound be changed. In view of the slow processes “aneiees in con- 
gregational, synodical, and United Church development, a strong continuity 
of the executive committee’s constituents is desirable. Your president 
would threfore recommend that processes be instituted by this convention 
to make provision for so lengthening the terms of conference officers and 
staggering the years of election as to reduce the possibility of a change in 
the majority of executive committee members in any one year. 


Regarding the Roll of Ministers 7 

_ At present there are on the roll of the Synod seven pastors not under 

the call of the Church. Your president has been in touch with all of 

these either in person or by correspondence. He is satisfied that in the 

cases of six of these either the nature of the work in which they are 

encaged or justifiable desires on their part warrant their retention on our 
roll as ministerial members of - Synod. 


Special Appointments 


The death of Mr. Harry G. Abendroth left vacancies in three com- 
mittees of the Synod, namely, on Bequests, of which he was chairman, on 
Reference and Counsel, and on Stewardship. In his place your president 
has not yet made an appointment on the committee cn Bequests. He 
has appointed Mr. Harold G. Olsen to the committee on Reference and 
Counsel, and Mr. August W. Moths to the Stewardship Committee. 


In the place of the Rev. C C. J. Rockey, chairman of the committee on 
students in schools, who has transferred to another 
— the Rev. H. N. Stoffel has been appointed. 


The Rev. Geo. C. Koehler was authorized to bring the wiiieshiitin of 
the Synod to the convention of the Minnesota canterence of the soguetana 
Synod in St. Paul, April 27, 1936. 

Concerted U.L.C.A. Promotion Effort 

_ As will be noted in the report of the delegation to the Columbus con- 
vention, one of the important actions of the United Lutheran Church was 
the adoption of a program of promotional activity for the purpose of 
making all our members church-conscious as regards the whole program 
of the whole church. A committee of the Executive Board has been 
working on plans for this program. One of the principle features the 
committee proposes is a series of meetings of representatives from all 
congregations, in groups throughout all synods, next Fall. The chairman 
in charge of this activity is Mr. Arthur P. Black, executive secretary of 
the Lutheran Layman’s Movement for Stewardship, with offices in Wash- 
ington D. C. He has submitted detailed plans for such meetings, and 
more will doubtless be heard concerning this effort from the official 
representative of the United Lutheran church to this convention. Your 
president recommends that the Synod formally approve participation in 
the group meetings and cooperate in all the phases of the promotional 
plan that are practicable in a Synod as widely spread as ours. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


1, That the Synod cooperate wholeheartedly in all plans of the 
United Lutheran Church regarding promotional activity, especially in 
endeavoring to secure a wider reading of the official church paper, “The 
Lutheran”, and in participating, as far as is practicable on our territory, 


in the group meine ee for next Fall by the Church's official com- 
mittees. 


2. That all pastors and Church Councils be urged to stress the im- 


portance of the functions of Conferences as authorized electors of six of © 


the members of the Synod's Executive Committee. 


3. That processes be instituted by this convention to make provision 
for so lengthening the terms of conference presidents and lay-representatives 
on the Executive Committee of the Synod as to reduce the possibility of 
a change in the majority of executive committee members in any one year. 


4. That the Synod comply with the request of the Board of Ameri- 
can Missions that a special committee be appointed to cooperate with the 
Board in the special effort of 1938 to secure a Church Extension Fund as 
the Church's Twentieth Anniversary Thank Offering.

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS 


The year since the 1936 convention of the Synod has been the nearest 
to what we once considered normal as concerns the organized mission 


congregations, since 1932. In almost all instances the missions have made 


substantial progress. A comparison of the accompanying table of statistics 
for 1936 with that of 1935 included in last year’s report will indicate it in 
detail. 

Special situations in certain of the parishes and congregations should 
be considered in a study of such a tabulation. It has been a year of 
the largest number of pastoral changes in the missions since 1931. The 
following are affected thereby: 


Calvary, Antigo, Wisconsin: The Rev. H. T. Rasmussen, formerly 
assistant pastor of Epiphany, Milwaukee, replaced the Rev. Lyle C. Burns, 
called to St. John’s, Minneapolis, October 1, 1936 after a month's vacancy. 


First English, Billings, Montana: The Rev. L. G. Cloninger, former 
assistant pastor of Redeemer, Milwaukee, replaced the Rev. H. N. Stoffel, 
' called to Holy Trinity, LaCrosse, June 1, 1936 after a month’ S vacancy. 


St. John’s, Killdeer, N. D.: The Rev. Carl A. Almer, 1936 graduate 


of Northwestern Seminary, replaced the Rev. G. L. Holmquist, called to 


the Spencer-Salem, S. D., parish, October 1, 1936 after a month's vacancy. 
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‘St. Mark’s, Jefferson, ‘by’ the of the Rev. G. F. 
Genszler, effective December 1, 1936, asked no further aid, and goes 


on its self-supporting way under the perenne of the Rev. C. F. 
Schneider. 


Christ church, Salem, S. D. became vacant heidi 1 when the Rev. 
A. E. Peterson's resignation became effective, and united with St. Mat- 
thews Spencer in a self supporting parish under the pastorate of the 
Rev. Geo. L. Holmquist, thus going off the list of synodical missions. 


ne 


Associated with these changes were other developments: 


Antigo was strengthened by the union with it of a reorganized con- 
gregation 10 miles distant, gathered and led the preceding months by the 
Rev. Lyle C. Burns. It took the name of St. John’s, Polar, and brought 
some 80 members into the parish, assuming a substantial portion of the 
pocstors support. It was originally a Missouri Synod church, later becoming | 
a member of the Congregational denomination, but now happy in restora- 
tion to the Lutheran fold. It owns a fine property including a church, 
parsonage, and other buildings. It applies for membership into the Synod 
at this convention. 


_ Billings: the parsonage, previously unusable as a pastor's residence, 
was remodelled, a basement and furnace were "installed, and it is now 
an attractive home. 


Other changes worthy of note are the following: : . 


Beaver Dam: Accumulated back salary was sabteelaiiv reduced, the 
property substantially improved, and in other respects the congregation 
has attained an internal solidarity that makes the expectancy of steady 
growth both in numbers and in spirit reasonable. 


Glenburn: Another complete failure of crops has intensified the sindbis 
lems in this field, but pastor and people are carrying on with resolution. 


This parish now has three congregations belonging to the —— and three 
others besides. 


Great Falls: has just lata an intensive ‘‘spiritual advance cam- 
_ paign’, one result of which is expected to be a very advantageous refin- 
~ancing of its indebtedness. 


‘Marshfield: Pastor Kipps made a house-to-house canvass of the 
entire city and discovered many unchurched people responsive to spiritual 
ministration, a number of whom united with the church. 


Jackson Park, Milwaukee: This “mission child of the depression” 
has acquired title to its property and has its financial affairs at last on 
a sourd basis. The men of the congregation built a basement under the. 
chapel to make additional room for the Sunday school and other activities. 


Nativity, Milwaukee, without waiting for the completion of the interior 
_ of the church proper, consecrated the lower floor with appropriate services. 
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Work is continuing on the building, and the progress in that respect is 
great, compared with the small increased indebtedness. 


Epiphany, Minneapolis, has offered the most serious problem of all 
the missions. A first mortgage on one of the lots was foreclosed, and in 
order to save it the Synod had to buy the Sheriff's certificate and take title 
to it. A church council expressed lack of confidence in the pastor and he 
resigned. The congregation declined to accept the resignation and a large 
block of members withdrew from it. The church is in serious default 
of interest payments as well as principle on a first mortgage on the 
remaining two lots, and the holder of the mortgage has announced its 
intention of foreclosing. All three lots have been security for a Church 
Extension Loan of $5,000.00. The congregation is negotiating with one of 
another synod with a view to a merger that may save the property for 
Lutheran church use. 


Lake of the Isles, Minneapolis. In spite of an apparent impasse 


between bondholders having title to the property, having acquired it by 
foreclosure against the defunct congregation of another denomination that 
built the church, our new congregation has made progress intensively as 
well as in outward growth. An early reconciliation of the difficulties, 
all outside of the congregation, is now expected. That will enable the 
congregation to go aggressively after the funds required to make the 
purchase, and give greater impetus to its development. Pastor Birch has 
_ fitted up quarters in the parish house as a residence for himself and wife, 
and is contributing what he formerly spent as rent, to the church. The 
spirit in the congregation continues enthusiastic and full of faith. An 
unfortunate deficiency among individuals holding office caused the marring 
of the church’s benevolence record. The council pomnpaines its obiigetion 
in the matter and is resolved to rectify it. 


Mt. Carmel, Minneapolis is relieved ‘a the ‘vediles of its first mort- 


gage from a sister church to a commercial concern. By a special appropri- 
ation’ of the synodical home mission board the pastor and family are 
enabled to move into a ground-floor residence thus relieving them of 
great concern over the health and comfort of members of the family. 


_ Resurrection, Minneapolis has been recently conducting a campaign to 
raise a fund with which to retire a vexing first mortgage. 


Woodale, Minneapolis, still worshipping in a school-room, is resolved 
to build a chapel on its well located lots this Summer or Fall. It is 


revising both its architectural and financial plans. The spirit in the - 


congregation is harmonious and resolute to go forward. 


Sheboygan, Wisconsin: since a year ago this young congregation has 

_ outgrown its temporary lodge-hall quarters and purchased, without aid 

from the Church, a fine house of worship located near the center of the 

city and adequate to its needs for many years to come. This congregation 
is a pride and joy to the home mission boards and officers. 
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Waukesha: St. Luke’s is meeting and cxcisdia every assurance it 
gave when it asked refinancing aid a little over a year ago, and seems 
definitely on its way not only to self support but also to great service 
in the Church at large.

Hartford: Redeemer has assumed the full support of its pastor, the aa 
Rev. C. B. Lund, and by many ways, especially during the period of 
his heavy bereavement, has extended itself in token of its loyalty to him. 


Long Lake—Mound: ‘St. John’s is constructing the basement unit 
of a new church on a beautiful property opposite the Mound high school. 


Oxboro-Wood Lake: Wood Lake congregation moved to a location 
on Bloomington Ave. at 65th street. St. Luke's, Oxboro was refinanced thru 
a special first mortgage loan of the Board of American Missions, but has 
defaulted in interest payments and amortization. 


Phillips: Faced with foreclosure by a first mortgage holder, St. John’s 
church raised a cash sum large enough to make an advantageous settle- 
ment and thus materially strengthened the congregation's position. 

_ New Mission: Faith church, Swanburg, Minn., organized by the per- 
sonal initiative of the Rev. John Dehaan, has been placed on the budget 
of the synodical home mission board for a small amount of aid. A non- 
Lutheran business man has made it possible for the congregation to acquire . 
yround and erect a parsonage and church. The former is almost com- 

e pleted and the latter is being planned. A new preaching point was opened 
ut Mildred, Minn., about 10 miles distant. 

_ Progress Toward Self Support: Attention of the Synod is called to the 
general reductions of aid granted to the missions for 1937. All but seven 
show them in some degree. This was effected largely by voluntary action 
of the missions themselves, although the synodical board was compelled 
to impose some of them in order to have some reserve from the funds 
available for the undertaking of new work. But in no case was a pastors 
salary reduced by such cuts, the congregations in each case making up 
the difference, and some surpassing it to give the pastor an increase. 

_ Capitol Drive section, Milwaukee: We are able to report only one new 
field entered during the year. That is in the Capitol Drive section of 
Milwaukee, where a survey conducted by a seminary student under the 
Board of American Missions revealed a large number of unchurched 
Lutherans. In this field too’ is a Sunday school established by Field 
Missionary A. C. Baughman in 1931. It has been cared for by Mr. 
David Frieberg, a member of Epiphany church, ever since Rev. Baughmar 
was moved to another field at the end of that year by action of the 
synodical board. Resumption of home building and the results of last 
Summer's canvass influenced the synodical Board to employ a seminary 
graduate to follow up the leads in hand and to investigate possibilities of 
organized mission work. Mr. R. Bertram Reed was employed, and began 
his investigations the first of this year. The results are that services 
are being held every Sunday, and it is very likely that a congregation of 
fifty or more members will be organized and apply for membershig: in the 
Synod at this convention. 
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Breckinridge, Minn. Ulpon assurances that the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church in America would establish a congregation in this city, and upon 
its payment of the expense involved in the canvass made there by graduate 
John Gable under our auspices, the synodical Board relinquished our claim 
upon that field and turned over the findings of Mr. Gable to the Rev. 
P. A. Gisvold, of Wahpeton, N. D., who will handle the work. 


Board Activities. The Board of American Missions is taking an ever 
increasing interest in our territory as a home mission field. In addition 
to its regular operations expressed in appropriations of aid on pastor's 
salaries and Church Extension loans, the Synod’s attention is called to the 
Board's aid through first mortgage loans in the refinancing of four of our 
_ distressed missions. It has put itself on record during the past year 
to secure such a loan in the sum of $50,000 if thereby the church in 
Madison can be saved to Luther Memorial congregation. The outlook is 
that this will be accomplished. 


It has also come to the rescue of First English church at West Allis, 
by placing its own “Board Missionary" there in the person of the Rev. 
F. H. Bloch, who has been making substantial progress in rebuilding a 
congregation sadly disrupted by internal strife a year ago. 


| | | New Secretary 

As the successor of the Rev. John F. Seibert, who sidbasend the 
Synod a year ago with a farewell message in view of his retirment, the 
Rev. Arthur M. Knudsen has been the Board's representative at the Decem- 
ber and February meetings of the synodical board. He has shown a deep 
personal interest in the work on our field, visiting missions and pastors, 
and is present at this convention. We are confident that the spirit he 
already shows promises the same sympathetic support of our work as 
was accorded by his predecessor. We welcome Secretary Knudsen to our 
common tasks. 


Canvasses 


The Board is again sending students to canvass fields on the terveoey 
of this Synod this Summer. This is in line with a plan that supercedes 
the field missionary system, having in view not only a more solid basis 
of facts underneath the founding of every new mission, but the training also 
of young men in their seminary days for the missionary work that will 
most likely be their task after graduation. After the fact-finding work of 
the student's canvass, the two boards review the returns, and the synodi- 
cal board decides whether they warrant further investigation of the field. 
If they do, the synod arranges a recanvass, and recommends whether or 
not services be opened, and later, whether or not organization be effected. 
Upon the general Board's approval of each step, the work advances, and 
in cooperation the two boards supervise later developments, such as the 
calling of a pastor, the acquirement of a property, building, and general 
progress. Students having had this experience during one summer are the 
ones given preference in selecting missionary pastors after graduation. 
So the work goes on. 
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Church Extension 


The matter of Church Extension loans merits the careful attention of 
the Syned. No synod has had such large grants or such a total amount 


on its territory as has the Northwest. 
in late years into “frozen assets’. 


Most of this investment has turned - 
The Board two years ago adopted 


measures to liquidate these loans. It adopted four classifications for loans 


after they become due. 


Class “a” requires 2% interest and 2% annual amortization. 


Class — requires no interest, but 10% annual amortization. 


Class “‘c’’ requires that interest at 2% be added to the amount of the 
loan and be paid off — any payments are credited to the original 


principle.

The Synod has not responded to the Easter appeal for Church 
Extension offerings by any means commensurate with its debt of gratitude 
to this fund or with its ability. The Church has authorized the use of the 
Lenten and Easter season for the presentation of this cause and for an 
offering in the Sunday schools. Your superintendent hopes that in 1938 


the Northwest Synod will lead in liberally supporting the 20th cmeeematd 


offering of the U.L.C.A. for this cause. 


The ayailability of Church Extension loans for buildings is dependent 
almost chive’ these days upon returns of loans now outstanding. Church 
Councils of congregations having had this aid should take this matter 
seriously and plan their financing so as to pass the benefit of this wise 


and helpful fund on to newer and ambitious congregations. 


Be it recommended: 


That the proper officers of the Synod of the Northwest be and they 


are hereby authorized to execute in its behalf a guarantee, joint with the 


Board of American Missions of the United Lutheran Church, and the 
Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church, of a loan not to 
exceed the principal amount of $55,000 to be primarily secured by a first 
mortagage on the property of the Luther Memorial Church in Madison, 
Wisconsin, and that said officers are hereby directed and fully empowered 
by this Synod to sign and acknowledge, if necessary, as such guarantors, all 
such notes, mortgages and other instruments as may be necesary to carry 
the foregoing into effect.

Grace Klingensmith Beck 
Mrs. Grace Beck, nee Klingensmith, was born in Indiana, initiate 
February 14, 1879. After attending the local public schools she entered 
the State Normal School at Indiana in which she prepared for a teaching 
career. Endowed with a keen mind and faithful to her duties, she was 
a successful teacher. She was married to Pastor Willis Beck of Trinity 
Church, Derry, Pennsylvania in the year 1903. 


Three years later the Becks moved to Superior, a After 
four years in Superior, Rev. Beck was called to the Goodhue-Zumbrota 
Parish which he served for nineteen years. Then called to Trinity Luth-— 
eran Church, West Bend, Wisconsin, he served that congregation for 
three years. He was then called to Holy Communion Lutheran Church, 
Minneapolis. He died on June 18, 1932. 


After one year’s illness, Mrs. Beck died at the Lutheran Deaconess 
Hospital, Minneapolis, June 22, 1936 at the age of 57 years, 4 months 
and 8 days.

REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE - 


Your Inner Mission Committee notes with pleasure the marked progress 
of inter-synodical inner mission work in Wisconsin, where six synodical 
groups, including ours, are co-operating in a new endeavor. 


Believing that the Church so far as possible should take care of its 
own unfortunates and that united efforts will produce more adequate ser- 
vice, the Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin has been established. A 
definite plan for the co-ordination of the spheres of activity of this society 
with that of the Milwaukee Inner Mission Society is being worked out, as 
is also the relationship between the inner mission institutions of all the 
synods represented and the new organization. This is the first definite evi- 
dence of state-wide intersynodical co-operation among Lutherans in Wis- 
consin, which aside from the urgent importance of its primary task of wel- 
fare work, gives its formation great significance. 
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The inner mission work of our Central — Western Conferences is 
also largely intersynodical. ‘The Western Conference is a member of the 
North Dakota Inner Mission Society, which is the only state inner mission 
society keeping a full-time pastor doing religious work in its state institu- 
tions. Fargo, North Dakota is the center of these activities, and our con- 
gregation there has a large part in the work of this society. 


Reports of the Lutheran Welfare Society, the inner mission agency in 
the Central Conference, also indicate a fruitful year of service. The So- 
ciety has acquired a new camp for under-privileged children on Pike Lake, | 
near Amery, Wisconsin, and reports a successful summer fulfilling its pur- 
poses there. The Emergency Relief Committee, renderina family service, is 
a co-operative agency of all Lutheran synods. Other activities are child 
welfare and big sister departments, Luther House,—a home for self-support- 
ing girls,—and city missionary work with three hospital pastors. 


Your committee would also call the attention of the Synod to the 
action of the United Lutheran Church which merged the work of the 
Committee on Social and Moral Welfare and the Committee on Evangelism 
with the Inner Mission Board. In view of this merger we have studied the 
reports of these two former committees. 


The Committee on Moral and Social Welfare has pointed out to us 
the prevalence of gambling of all kinds which is more flagrant than ever. 
We know this vital matter has been considered in the City Council in 
Milwaukee and we rejoice to report that “pin ball’ and other devices 
have now been outlawed by law. The whole question is now before the 
State Legislature in Wisconsin. Your committee would call to your 
attention for adoption the following resolution as it was passed at the 
Columbus convention: 3 


“We request pastors and church leaders to urge upon Christians the 


| need for conscientious avoidance of everything that bears any taint of the 


gambling spirit; to be scrupulously careful that all money-raising efforts 
of their respective congregation or auxiliary organizations +e scriptural 
and therefore above reproach in this respect; to seek the repo: _f all legisla- 
tion that legalizes gambling; and to use every Christian means within 
their power to destroy this foe, so destructive of the moral fiber of our 
civilization.” 


In compliance with the request of the U. L. C. A. Inner Mission Board, 
your Inner Mission Committee submits for adoption the following recom- 
mendations: 


1. That the vend urge upon our loner mission institutions and agencies 
the careful study of social legislation in our respective state legislatures no 
less than in our national law-making bodies, particularly as it may affect the 
merciful work carried on by these agencies, and that they take such proper 
steps as may be necessary to safeguard the interests of that work. _ 

2. That the inner mission agencies with which our Synod may be 
affiliated study the need of child placement work, especially in those states 
and communities which to date have not actively engaged in such activity. 
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3. That the inner mission societies operating in Great Lakes territory 
study the needs of Lutheran seamen entering ports in their respective com~ 
munities and undertake constructive work for their welfare. 


' 4, That wherever possible existing Inner Mission agencies in coopera- 
tion with other Lutheran bodies make a survey of penal institutions and 
reformatories in our territory. and effort be made to place full time or 
volunteer Lutheran chaplains in each such institution. =

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


From all sections of our synodical territory and from practically all 
congregations information continues to come to the Committee of ever 
increasing activity in the cause of Foreign Missions. Mission stuay 
groups ‘sponsored by the Women’s and Young Womens Missionary 
societies have been organized in nearly all congregations. Many Sunday 


schools observe Mission Sunday each month, and the majority of our | 


schools send benevolence money to the synodical Treasurer monthly. 
The Epiphany appeal, authorized to continue for the biennium by the 
last U.L. C. convention, was presented to our Sunday schools throughout 
the Synod. All pastors, missionaries on furlough and many laymen have 
spoken in our churches in behalf of Foreign Missions. The Rev. G. W. 
Genszler and the Rev. W. P. Gerberding, who made a world tour of our 
mission stations last year, have given impetus to the cause of Foreign 
Missions in the churches of our Synod by their inspiring public addresses. 
Credit must go to the Women's Missionary society for the most sustained 
effort in keeping up interest in the | cause of Foreign Missions in the 
congregations of the Synod. 


Despite unsettled political conditions in the world, our mission stations 


have been quite free to carry on their work of evangelization, and reports 


from every land where our missions are located show splendid progress. 
If space permitted, this report could present notable records for all our 


mission centers. Doors are open to-day as never before. In India, for 


example, 10,000 baptisms are reported for the year 1935, and 50,000 bap- 
tisms for the past ten years. Converts are being won by the thousands 
from the caste groups as well as from the outcastes, and Mohammedans 
are listening to the message of Christ.

REPORT OF THE FACULTY 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, April 29, 1937 


To the Board of Directors: 
Dear Brethren: 


Our Seminary closes its seventeenth year. With gratitude to God 
we can say that it has been a blessed and fruitful year. We feel that we 
can say that the spirit of harmony and Christian fellowship, devotion to 
study and the daily duties, of devout worship, have been maintained and 
advanced. The sermon to the graduating class was preached by the 
Rev. Daniel J. Adamcik, 1928 alumnus of our Seminary. The commence- 
ment will take place this evening in St. John’s Church, 1932 alumnus 
the Rev. Lyle C. Burns, pastor, the Rev. Dr. Paul W. Roth giving the 
address to the class. 


With this class our Seminary has sinibinied 115 men in the course of 
its history, an average of about seven a year. While this class is a small 


one, the next class to graduate is likely to reach the number of nine. 


Applications and prospects. at present indicate a large entering class for 
next fall. The academic standard of preparation among our students is 
high, only one has not either a B. A. or its equivalent. Again this year 
- more applications have been rejected than have been accepted. More 
and more we must look to our Seminary as a school not for our Synod 
alone but for large areas in the Church, especially toward the West. 


The library: has received large accessions during the year. The number 
of volumes now exceeds 10,000. Improvements have been made in the 
lighting and arrangement of the stackroom and in making the books more 
accessible for student and faculty use. Other improvements in the offices 


and chapel have been made. A need is a regular appropriation each year — 


for buying books, both of a new and of.a standard kind. A Lutheran 
Seminary, for example, should own the Weimar edition of Luther's works. 


Seminary professors have been called upon for many services for the 
Church at large. They have preached many sermons, addressed many 
conferences, taught in church schools, not only for our Synod but for 
bodies outside the U. L. CA Th responsibility of the devotional booklet 
and of the Seminary Bulletin has also been upon them. Through these 
activities they have made our Seminary known in wide circles. The 
students also have been busy in Church work, most of them having regular 


duties in parishes. 
There have been enrolled during the year two Seniors, eight Middlers, 


six Juniors, four post-graduates. It is likely that the enrollment of next 
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year will show a considerable increase. The Home Mission Board's new 
policy of using student workers instead of field missionaries in canvassing 
and developing new fields it is hoped will both develop new fields and 
give employment to students during summer months. Attention of our 
pastors and churches should be called to the possible desirability of using 
the services of students during the summer vacations, as is the regular 
Sa practise in other Lutheran bodies. . | 
© The literature and envelopes for the Stump ‘Memorial Chair were 
duly sent out, following the resolution of Synod with regard to the 
annual Seminary Day, the first Sunday in October. It is taken for granted 
that the same method shall be followed this year. 


The following men, having completed the three-year course of our 
Seminary, and having satisfactorily passed the examinations in all the 
required subjects, are hereby recommended to the Board for graduation:

It is not the purpose of this report to recount the special features or 
the inspirational high spots of the gathering. They were many and 
striking. The impressions of many of the delegates from this Synod 
have been printed in the Synodical Bulletin, and have been reported to 
congregations and societies frequently since. 


Suffice it here to call the Synod’s attention to those matters which 
directly affect its — life and relationships. 


Decisions 


Final action was taken on the adjustments in the work of auxiliaries 
that have been pending since 1934. Since these provisions have been 
published in the Year Book of the U.L.C.A. for 1937, pp. 9 and 10, and 
elsewhere, there is no need of inserting them here. 


By formal resolution, the year 1938, which is the 20th anniversary of 
the formation of the Church, was assigned to the Board of American 
Missions for a special effort for raising funds for church extension. 


A special committee was authoized, for the purpose of studying a 


proposed new plan of pensions on an actuarial basis. The synodical 
officers will be asked to ascertain what proportion of their churches will 
cooperate in such a plan. 


A detailed report on moral ed social wollade occupied much of the 
time of the convention, and stimulated some of its finest expressions of 
Christian ideals. This report should be studied in all churches. It is 
printed in full in the Year Book, pages 25 and 26. | 
Greater efficiency in administration was sought for in a merger of 
two standing committees with the Inner Mission Board and in a plan 
for the correlation of the work of still another board with the assed 


Merged agency. 
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A great and unwarranted. stir was created by the question whether 
it was contrary to Scripture for women to serve as congregational repre- 
sentatives. The answer by action of the Church was ‘No’, but it passed 
a second resolution discouraging the practice on other than Scriptural 
grounds. An appeal was taken from the negative answer and the Church 
referred the binding character of the answer to the Commission of Adjudi- 


cation. 


For Synod’s Attention 


Besides recommendations which already are in effect in this one’s 
practice, the following items were referred to the consideration of all 
constituent synods: 


Church Music: The Church recommended by formal resolution that 
every synod appoint a special committee to study, purify, and develop 
church music. Incidentally, this resolution was moved — our Dr. P. H. 
Roth. (P. 447, Columbus Minutes.) 


Inner Mission Matters: synodical Inner Mission committees and mem- 


bers of the managing boards of all inner mission agencies are urged to 


study carefully all social legislation and its effect upon the Church. Page 
302, idem. 


The need of Lutheran child placing agencies is recommended for 


study. Page 302.

THE REPORT OF THE STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Stewardship Committee held three meetings during the year, 
on May 6, 1936, September 16, 1936 and December 9, 1936, with prac- 
tically a full attendance at each meeting. 


In the matter of stewardship it again planned the general outline and 
program of the 1936 Every Member Visitation, by providing two pieces 
of literature for use in connection with that furnished by the Laymen’s 
Movement. 


For the first time the annual Every Member Visitation was placed 
into the hands of a special laymen’s committee, who with the chairman 
of the Stewardship committee made the necessary assignment of speakers 
and other arrangements for the campaign. Laymen were assigned to such 
local congregations as wished to accept their services. Many letters were 
received by the Chairman as to the effectivness of the laymen speakers. 


As the results of this first effort appeared to be favorable the Com- 
mittee resolved that the same general plans be followed for this year. © 


As Synod last year approved the adoption of the system of “Memorial 
Tribute’ offerings, your Committee had a card designed and printed for 
distribution to the pastors of Synod and use in connection with such gifts 
for designated synodical objects. 


In the field of evangelism our greatest effort has bales in the production 
of the devotional booklets as aids to the Family Altar. The use of these 
booklets has increased not only among our own pastors but also in other 
synodical bodies throughout the country. Our Lenten booklet was in 
special demand there having been printed 85,000 copies. We believe that 
the continuation of these six devotional booklets is of much importance for 
_ the spiritual life of our people. 


Through the ‘cooperation of the Board of Foreign | Missions our | 
chairman secured the services of Missionary J. Russel Fink, who has this 
year visited many of our congregations. 


On November 13, 1936, occured the death of Mr. Harry G. Aben- 
droth, who for many years had been a member of the Stewardship com- 
mittee. Memorial resolutions were adopted and entered in the minutes 
and presented to his bereaved family. 


Mr. August A. Moths of West Bend, Wisconsin, was elected to fill 
the unexpired term of Mr. H. G. Abendroth on the Committee. 


At our meeting on September 16, 1936, Mr. H. G. Abendroth for the 
sub-committee presented a written report as to the duties of congregational 
stewardship secretaries. It was recommended by the Committee that this 
report be submitted to Synod for adoption.

When a congregation which has built the basement of its pro- 
posed church at last becomes strong enough to finish the superstructure 
it discovers, with dismay in many instancés, that the original building 
program and plans no longer meet the requirements as to size, proportions, 
style of architecture, cost and even location. The congregation grew but 
the basement did not. This is an expensive and unsatisfactory procedure, 
not to be recommended to our missions under any but the most exceptional 


circumstances. Such plans must nearly — be radically changed or 
else abandoned altogether. 


To meet the new requirements for its work in this te parish Our 
-Saviour’s Church has had entirely new plans and specifications drawn 
up and submitted to a number of competent critics, so that when this 
building is finally completed our entire Synod will rejoice with Pastor — 

Steckel and his people in what by God’ s grace they have been permitted ih 
to do for His cause and: Kingdom.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON COOPERATION WITH 
STATE LUTHER LEAGUES 


Your committee on the work of the Luther Leagues in our ~ Synod 
begs leave to report as follows: 


WISCONSIN STATE LUTHER LEAGUE 
Miss Pearl Martin, president of the Luther League of Wisconsin, has 


the following to say in her report— 


“The program for 1936 was carried out to the fullest extent empha- 
sizing the three major objectives, education, life service, and missions. 


The state League has showed a decrease in memebers for the year. 
This is an astounding fact. We have more young people in our churches, 
yet fewer Luther Leaguers. Why? Since Luther League work is author- 
ized by the U.L.C.A., we ought to be growing in comparison to the growth 
of our local congregations. 


In June, our State League was host to the Mid-West regional conven- 
tion which was held in Epiphany church, Milwaukee. 


In September, the convention of the state League was held in Zion 
Church, Horicon. We had a very poor representation of both Leaguers 
and -pastors. The local League, together with its pastor, the Rev. Paul 
Feustel, proved themselves genial hosts. The national president, John 
George Kurzenknabe was present, and together with others on the program, 
helped to make ie this convention one of spiritual uplift. 


The work among Intermediate Leaguers has increased. 

For the biennium project of the Luther League of America, Wisconsio 
was first to pay its quota of $102.00 in full. Besides supporting the China 
project, we bought a bond from Nachusa Orphanage, leaving the interest 
with the institution each year, thus having a perpetual interest in Nachusa. 


For this year’s project, we have decided to pay $100.00 toward the 
building of a basement for the Jackson Park mission; and to pay weit 00 
to the Student Aid fund of Northwestern seminary. 


We wish to solicit the whole-hearted support and co-operation of all 
our young people and pastors for a more successful Luther League year. 


MINNESOTA STATE LUTHER LEAGUE 


John P. Shannon, President of the State yutier League of Minnesota 
reports as follows: 


“The year 1936 was the most encouraging of the three past years, 
from the standpoint of youth interest and activity, and response on the 
part of our pastors. I am pleased to report that the past year has revealed 
a condition of interest, knowledge, and effort on the part of almost every 
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pastor in our conference, backed by a spirit of good-will that has been 
jong desired, and will do much to strengthen the youth portion of our 
Lutheran church. ! 


The prqgram of Christian education, living, and evangelization was 
carried forward with more efficiency and success than at any time in the 
past. These activities were carried out in our various assemblies and 
conventions, numbering ten altogether. 


During the past year, nine new Leagues were organized, with only 
one becoming inactive. Monetary contributions were made to the China 
project of the national League, the mission at Antigo, Wis., and to the 
Student Aid fund of the Synod. 


Some extension work was carried on in the Western conference, 


and fraternal representation was exchanged with the Winnipeg Luther 


League. 


Theoretically, every congregation should have its Luther Leagues, and 


they should be a part of the state and national Leagues. The services 
of our state League organization are offered to any pastor or congregation 
ready to broaden and strengthen its program. The Luther Bic is the 
youth of the Church, and it must not be neglected. 


: THE WESTERN CONFERENCE 


On account of long distances, the Luther Leagues on the field of the 
Western Conference have not been able to function as a unit. However, 
your ccinaimittee has received some very fine individual reports. 


Pastor Olson, of Great Falls, Montana, reports— “We have a very 
active League at St. John’s. We have our devotional, social and business 
meetings. Active membership is 17. During 1936 the Luther League 


distributed the devotional booklets of Synod; made a liberal contribution 


to the Dr. Stump memorial; secured subscriptions to the Lutheran, receiving 
second place award offered by the Publication House.” 


Pastor Clement of Redeemer, Livingston, Montana, writes,——”We hold 
semi-monthly meetings, which are devotional, business and social. Luther 
League Topics and Review are used. ‘The Pastor takes an active part. 


After all bills are paid for current expenses of the League, any and all sur-_ 


plus funds are given to the congregation. The League proves the reason 
for its existance by taknig part in many of the activities of the congrega- 
tion.” 


- Pastor Cloninger of Billings, Montana, writes that thie have a ‘tee 
group of Leaguers at First church, who are active in many ways. 
All these pastors feel the need of a state organization where they may 
gather and receive help and inspiration. 


Again we urge upon the pastors and congregations of our Synod to 
give special time and attention to the work of our young people. Every 
Pastor who has an active Luther League knows how dependable are these

THE MINISTRY 


Your committee met and personally interviewed ten young men at 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary. Their applications for aid 
with recommendations and scholastic standing were filed with the committee. 
The committee submitted its recommendations to the Executive Committee. 
Your committee has corresponded with fourteen young men now in college. 
We urge pastors to inform the committee of young men in college ‘who 
should consider the Gospel Ministry. 

Your committee recommends to Synod that it adopt as rules for 
beneficiary education the temporary rules under which the committee has 

been operating. For that reason they are herewith appended. 
| 1. Resolved: That the Committee on Students for the Ministry be 
assigned the responsibilty of receiving and acting on applications for student 
aid. (We suggest to the President that there be continuity in the personnel 


of the Committee) 
2. Resolved: That the following rules for beneficiary education be 


adopted: 


A. Qualifications of 

1, Church Membership 

The applicant must be a member in good standing in a Lutheran 
Church and must submit a reconameneintion to the Committee from his 
pastor. 

2. Scholastic Preparation and Rank 


The applicant must upon original application (except in extra-ordinary 


cases) be prepared to enter the Senior year at College and be ranked among 
the upper third scholastically. A high scholastic rating shall be maintained 
throughout the College and Seminary Courses. 


3. Personal Qualifications 
The applicant must above all be a gentleman of Christian integrity. 


He must possess outstanding physical, mental and spirtual qualifications 
for the ministry. It is understood that his applicaaion for aid implies 
actual need for such aid. | | 

B. The Application | | | 
: 1. Standard Form 


The application for aid shall be made on the standard form provided by 


the Committee on Men for the Ministry. This relates to renewals as well 
as original application. (The Unifed Lutheran Church Board of Education 


Blanks are standard for the Synod of the Northwest) The reference 


blanks are provided and are to be returned, filled in, directly to the 


Committee. 


2. Original Application | 
-- The original application shall be accompanied by a transcript of all 
college marks and a certification of rank by the dean or registrar. Renewals 
shall be accompanied by a transcript of marks of previous year; attitudes, 


‘motives and conduct shall also be indicated. 
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3. Interview with Student 


The Committee on Men for the Ministry shall interview personally all 
applicants at the beginning of the school year and shall endeavor to show 
a sustained interest in the student's progress at school. 


4. Interviews with Others 

At its discretion the Committee may interview those trom whom 
references are received and any business men of the community from 
which the applicant comes. 


C. Advising Students 


1. The Choice of Institutions 
It is understood that ordinarily the applicant will be in attendance at an 
accredited Lutheran College or at Northwestern Lutheran seem : 


Seminary. 


The Committee on Men for the Mintetry shall endeavor to counsel and 
advise students on proper college courses. The Committee shall solicit the 
co-operation of the faculty of the Seminary in this matter. 


D. Financing the Student 
1. The Amount of Aid > 


The Committee shall determine the amount of aid cilia but ordinarily 
it shall not exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00) 


2. The Nature of Aid 

This aid shall be regarded as a loan repayable in cash or service. The 
applicant shall deposit with the treasurer of the Synod his note properly 
endorsed by parent, guardian, or other responsible individual, for the 


amount of money received. 
3. Rules for Cancellation 


A person receiving aid one year will have his note cancelled after one 


year of service in the Ministry of the Lutheran Church. 


A person receiving aid two years will have his note cancelled niles 
two years of service in the Church, etc. 


No interest shall be attached except in the following cases: 


a. Three percent interest beginning at college graduation will be 
attached to the notes of those who do not enter the Lutheran Ministry. 


b. Three percent interest will be attached to notes of those who 
drop out of school for reason other than. ill health. 


c. Three percent interest may at the discretion of the Committee 
be attached to notes of those who drop out of school for ill health. 


In case of death or involuntary disability, the Executive Committee of 
Synod may cancel notes.

- Your committee has endeavored to cooperate with Parish and Church 
School board of our United Lutheran Church. Members of our committee at- 
tended a regional conference sponsored by this Board in Chicago and brought 
back a report of discussions, suggestions and recommendations. The major 
portion of the proposals consisted of such work as our committee has been 


fostering for some years. Courses in leadership, Sunday school conventions, 


discussion groups, training courses, vacation Bible schools, evangelistic pro- 
grams, use of Lutheran literature, the duplex envelope, monthly remittance 
of benevolence, every members canvass in the Sunday school, missionary 
Sundays—these and more are projects and activities that your committee. 
has constantly kept before the schools of our parishes. More thorough 
cooperation with the board of our Church will quicken our zeal. Every 
month must find us stressing parish education and evangelism through the 


Sunday school. 


Regional conferences sponsored by the Parish and Church School 
board will be held in Milwaukee and Minneapolis in the early fall of 1937. 
They deserve the full, whole hearted support of pastors, teachers and offi- 
cers of our churches. Speakers will come to encourage, direct and inspire. 
Information concerning these meetings will be given out in ample time to 
give notice to the members of our congregations. 


In recent months many articles have appeared in various religious maga- 
zines telling of the decline of the Sunday school. There is only one 
answer to the situation and it is, hard work. We must increase our efforts 
in stressing the importance of parish education and in bringing in the non- 
Sunday school children. Money into the thousands has been spent to find 
out what we are doing. We know pretty well how precious little is being 
done. What we are not doing is what should stir us. Jesus told us years 
ago to look out unto the harvest. That is still the vision that must thrill 
us with its possibilities and too, must impel us to work. Have we been 
relying too much on postal cards, letters, desk work? There is no substi- 
tute for the angel's method, Go, Tell. It's mighty old but “precious good.” 
We pastors must go out to talk to parents and children, Sunday school of- 
ficers and teachers must go out inviting and following up. EVERY Chris- 
tian must catch the spirit. Each one is responsible. Bring in the children 
and save the world for Christ. There is no other way than the simple 
gospel-way. Keep faith in the Sunday school but “work it.”

In accordance with the authorization of Synod, granted at the 1936 
convention, your Historian has secured the necessary equipment for the 


_ systematic compilation and preservation of all historical data pertaining to 


congregations, organizations and clerical personnel affiliated with the English 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest. 


Your Historian has received seventy-one personal records of pastors 
which have been properly transcribed and recorded in the Clerical Regis- 
ter of the Historical Record. Sixty-two historical sketches of congregations 
have been received and recorded in the Historical Record. Thirty-three 
records of pastors and thirty-three histories of congregations are still lack- 
ing. Questionaires have been sent to all pastors who have not yet reported. 
We would urge every pastor to be sure to send in his reports promptly sO 
that the records may be completed in the ensuing year. 


A transcript of the history of the convention church has been salle 
mitted to the president of Synod for his use in connection with this con- 
vention. All matter of historical import in the a Bulletin has been 
gathered and entered in the Record.
